DENNISTOUN CASE. 


£5,000 DAMAGES. 


The jury who commenced the hearing of 
the Dennistoun case three weeks ago de- 
livered their verdict yesterday afternoon, but 
have still to consider a further point to-day 
before they are released. They were absent 
for two hours and forty minutes considering 
the questions put to them by the judge. The 
effect of their findings was that the defen: 
dant made an agreement to assist the plain- 
tiff from time to time, provided that he was 
in a position to do so, but the alleged verbal 
agreement, as set out in the pleadings, was 
not made, The meaning of the agreement 
was to assist to support; the consideration 
for the agreement was abstention from 
claiming alimony in the French courts. The 
parties mutually intended that any” words 
used by the defendant should constitute a 
legal and binding agreement between them. 
The alleged agreement was not part of the 
arrangements for collusive divorce. The de- 
fendant before the issue of the writ was in 
a financial position to support the plaintiff. 
The laintitf paid on behalf of the defendant 
in 1913 the sum of £616 as a loan. The 
£100 paid by the defendant to the plaintiff 
in May, 1925, was not a payment on account 
of the £616, The sums of £336 and £136 
claimed’ by the plaintiff were loans 

On the second question the judge asked 
what the jury meant by assist to support. 
Was the defendant to assist to support irre- 
spective of the plaintiff’s own means, whether 
large or small? 

he Foreman: replied in the negative, and 
said that it — in case of necessity, or 
when the defendant could afford it, and to 
support her in her customary station of life.

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| DERRY WOMAN'S MONEY. 


| A REMARKABLE CASE. 


A case with remarkable features was heard 
at the Co. Derry Assizes yesterday by Mr. 
Justice Brown, when a middleaged woman, 
Mrs. Margaret Harding, Tamneymore, Gar- 
vagh, was tea for obtaining money 
under false pretences from a néighbouring 
woman n Susan O' Hagan. 

Miss O Hagan's story was that ten or 
fifteen years ago a man named Devenny, when 
selling tea around the country made a sort of 
offer oí marriage to her, but she said that 
her mother, who was sick, needed her. 
Neighbours heard of the proposal, and some 
months ago Mrs. Harding told her that 
Bevenney had been interned on the Argenta 
and was now out, but that the police were 
looking for him.

Later another 
letter came. Mrs. Harding told: Susan that 
if the Specials knew that she was writing 
to Devenny they would wreck her house. 
According to one letter Devenny had £70,000, 
but dare not withdraw it. He asked for a 
loan, and Susan withdrew £40 and gave half 
of it to the accused to forward. The Crown 
case was that the entire correspondence was 
bogus.
